It has 
Ix*en the eusttan for jockrys. and hor.semen too. to 
call iiiK*n their ixditical and influ<>ntial friends to 
intercede wli<*ii;*ver they have come under the ban. 
At times jockeys have irone so f;ir as to s<dicit aid 
from tlieir reli;;ious advisors in an effort to obtain 
reinstatement. It is doubtful if any gnniter in- 
fluence could have lM*en pna-ured tliau that which 
intereed«‘d for Sliilliiig and W’ilsoii. but for the Nst 
interests of the turf the Jockey ('lub stewards 
tiirmnl a deaf ear to it all. It Avas tlie <*ontin- 
uous stream of lettei*s ami apiM*als timt <*au.sed tlie 
action abt»ve noted as a forerunm*r of Avhat horse- 
men. jockeys and others may ex^iect should tliey 
attempt to ba«*k up an aoplieution for reinstatement 
with a deliijK* of influeiiee. 

I hen* was a tiiiu‘ wlnoi legislative influeiiei* had 
some bearing on turf rulings.
